Employe of NSA 
Pleads Guilty 
Admits He Gave Secrets 
For Foreign Government 


ALEXANDRIA, Va.—(3V-Joseph S. Petersen, Jr., pleaded guilty 


late Wednesday to one of three charges that he misused secrets 
entrusted to him as a long-time employe of the National Security 
Agency. 


Federal Judge Albert V. Bryan 


deferred sentencing and ordered 
a hearing Jaji. 4 to determine the 
seriousness of Petersen's actions. 


The count to which he pleaded 


guilty charged that Petersen had 
used secret information "in a man- 
ner prejudicial to the safety and 
interests of the United States." 
The charge carries a sentence of 
up to 10 years in prison. 


May Drop Counts 


Petersen, 40, may escape trial 


on two other counts in the indict- 
ment: That he obtained secret in- 
formation to be used to the injury 
of the United States and to the 
advantage of a foreign govern- 
ment, and that he wilfully and un- 
lawfully removed documents and 
papers from the secret agency. 


Petersen said through his attor- 


ney that he was changing his plea 
for the best interests of this coun- 
try. There was no further explana- 
tion. 


FBI agents arrested Petersen at 


his Arlington, Va., apartment last 
Oct. 9, just nine days after he 
had been discharged from 
the 


NSA. 
He was charged with im- 


properly taking classified informa- 
tion with "reason to believe" his 
action would help a foreign power. 


Given To Dutch 


The foreign power subsequent- 


ly was identified as the Nether- 
lands, and that country confirmed 
that its representatives had "ex- 
changed" information with Peter- 
sen, believing he was authorized 
to give it out.

Severe Pre-Christmas Storm 
Pounds West Europe, Britain 


Hurricane 
Winds Hit 
Wide Area 


26 Already Dead, 
Missing; Scores 
Of Ships in Peril 


LONDON (^P) —Furious 


winter storms lashed Western 
Europe today for the third 
day, bringing death and an- 
guish in the midst of plan- 
ning for joyous Christmas fes- 
tivities. At least 26 persons 
were dead or missing in the 
incessant 
wind, sleet and 


snow which extended from 
Denmark to northern Italy, 
from Scotland to far inland in 
Germany and France. 


And more storms are predicted. 
Telephone poles, trees, masonry 


and even some buildings crumpled 
before the onslaught of the hur- 
ricane force winds. Scores of ships 
were in distress along the British, 
Belgian, Dutch and North German 
coasts. But there was hope that 
most of them would come safely 
through the battering. 


Feared Lost 


The 1.317-ton. Swedish freighter 


Petra, feared lost off the Nether- 
lands Wednesday was located Wed- 
nesday night with her 21-man crew 
safe. Rescue tugs scurried out to 
help the vessel reported helpless 
and leaking. 


The British army deferred the 


Christmas leave of about 
3,000 


soldiers and placed them on duty 
along Britain's low lying east coast 
to guard against any breaks in sea 
defenses. 


Generally, though, the seawalls 


in Britain, Holland, North Ger- 
many and Belgium were holding 
against the raging seas and there 
seemed little imminent danger of 
a repetition of last year's disas- 
trous floods which took thousands 
of lives. 


Hope was virtually abandoned 


for the 1.352-ton Belgian freighter 
Henri Deueert and all 19 crew- 
men aboard. No woid had been 
heard since the ship reported Wed- 
nesday she was sinking off Hol- 
land and unable to launch life- 
boats in the mountainous seas. 


Four deaths were reported from 


Scotland's mountainous areas. Two 
deaths were reported in England 
and one in north Germany.

Oostende, Belgium, and swept into 
the streets of the city, flooding 
cellars. 


Heavy snowfalls, continuing after 


30 hours in the northern Italian 
Alps, impeded traffic. The snow 
closed some mountain passes in 
the Dolomites. 


Despite the weather, however, 


Bntons thronged lailway stations 
and bus terminals in the annual 
Christmas rush out of London.

PITTSBURGH—U&—An airliner carrying 28 men—23 


of them Army veterans homeward bound for Christmas— 
pancaked into the icy Monongahela River Wednesday night. 


At dawn today, 10 men still were 


missing. Eighteen—four of them 
crewmen—were saved and acts of 
heroism in the murky midnight 
waters were many. 


The twin-engined DC-chartered 


airliner, en route from Camp Kil- 
mer. N. J., to three West Coast 
forts, splashed into the river 15 
miles south of here shortly before 
midnight. 


Out of Gas 


A tower operator at Allegheny 


County Airport—some two miles 
from the crash scene—said the 
pilot reported he was out of gas 
and was "going to ditch." 


Pilot Harold Poe. 33. of Seattle. 


Wash., one of the missing, skill- 
fully guided the big ship to a crash 
landing near the j>hore. It floated 
for some 15 minutes, while the men 
scrambled to the wings. Some went 
back into the ship for their gear. 


Then the ship slipped back into 


midstream—some 300 feet from 
shore. It was an icy swim to shore 
in the 18 degree chill and some 
of the men apparently couldn't 
make it. 


The liner sank in about 12 feet 


of oily water. 


Help Arrives 


Help came fast from shore. Res- 


cuers formed human chains to 
snatch the oil-soaked men up the 
slippery river banks. 


Motorists on the river bank turn- 


ed their lights on the scene, spot- 
lighting the chilled-to-the-bone men 
as they emerged from the water. 


All 18 were rushed to the Mc- 


Keesport Hospital. There wasn't a 
broken bone among them and the 


hospital said the chief ailment was 
exposure to the cold. 


Capt. Robert Walker, 35. also of 


Seattle and a civilian pilot em- 
ployed by the Johnson Flying Serv- 
ice of Missoula, Mont., was one of 
the five crewmen aboard. 


Gives Account 


Walker, one of 18 persons rushed 


to the McKeesport Hospital, told 
The Associated Press the ship was 
making its final approach to the 


Allegheny County Airport "when 
we heard some 'birds' in an en- 
gine." He said: 


"Someone hollered 'Brace your 


self.' There was no panic—no ex- 
citement. We were buckled down. 
The pilot made a beautiful landing. 


"We all got out on the wing. We 


were wet and cold. The plane then 
wasn't very far from shore but 
she drifted back into midstream. 


"It was a long, cold swim to 


shore. I helped pull a couple of 
guys ashore with some other fel- 
lows. The people on shore helped a 
lot." 


The public information officer at 


Camp Kilmer said the plane was 
bound for Ft. Carson, Colo., Ft. 
Ord, Calif., and Ft. Lewis. Wash.

Communist 
Party Now 
To Register 


Nation Can Act to 
Preserve Self, Says 
Majority Opinion 


WASHINGTON UP)— The 


U. S. Court of Appeals in a 
2-1 decision today upheld va- 
lidity of the 1950 internal se- 
curity act which requires the 
Communist party to register 
as Russian dominated. 


The law is known as the McCar- 


ran Act after its author, the lat« 
Sen. Pat McCarran (D-Nev). 


The split court decision was the 


first ruling on constitutionality of 
the act. 


Under it, the Communist party 


must list its officers and member* 
with the Justice Department and 
account for its contributions and 
expenditures. The law also re- 
quires registration of "Communist- 
action" and "Communist-front 
groups 


Heads for High Court 


Today's ruling- paves the way for 


the Communist party to carry th« 
case to the supreme court. Law- 
yers for the party said in advance 
that this would be done if the ap- 
pellate court ruled against it. 


Judge E. Barrett Prettyman, 


who wrote the majority opinion, 
held that the law and an order of 
the Subversive Activities Control 
Board directing the party to com- 
ply with its provisions "are valid 
as matters of law." 


He said a preponderance of th« 


evidence supports the board's find- 
ings that the Communist party "is 
substantially directed, dominated 
and controlled by the Soviet Union, 
which controls the world Commu- 
nist movement." 


Judge John A. Danaher joined 


Judge Prettyman in the majority 
opinion, but Judge David Bazelon 
dissented, saying he would void th« 
law on the grounds of Fifth Amend- 
ment. 


This amendment provides that 


no person shall be required to give 
incriminating 
evidence against 


himself. 


"Makes It Unsafe" 


In argument before the court 


last October, John Abt, counsel for 
the party, said the act makes it 
unsafe for anyone to "express a 
view on any subject unless it is 
violently anti-Communist." 


Another lawyer for the party, 


Joseph Forer. said the act "drives 
the Communist party from thi 
market place of ideas." 


Dai-id B. Irons. Justice Depart- 


ment attorney representing 
the 


government, countered that the 
act's basic purpose was disclosure 
of operations of the Communist 
party. 


He said the government consid- 


ers it reasonable "to regulate and 
control an organization found to be 
dominated and controlled by the 
world Communist movement dedi- 
cated to the furthering of the in- 
terests of that movement." 


Judge Prettyman took up, point 


by point, the contentions of the 
party attorneys that the law vio- 
lated various constitutional guaran- 
tees, including the First and Fifth 
amendments. He rejected each of 
the arguments. 


Rejects Arguments 


The first Amendment guaran- 


tees freedom of speech, among oth- 
er things.

Lasf Parole 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (31—B. C. 


Stephenson, the grand dragon of 
the Ku Klux Klan in Indiana in the 
920s who has spent most of three 
decades in prison for second de- 


ree murder, has been granted his 


second and "last-time" parole. 


Stephenson, who is 60, and who 


has made more than 50 legal ma. 
neuvers in a long fight for fre& 
dorn, received word of his parole 
from the Indiana State 
Prison 


Parole Board Wednesday. His ac- 
tual release, hinging upon his ob 
taining a job and a sponsor, might 
be weeks away. 


A prison official said he was in- 


formed that Lawrence E. Carlson, 
a Huntington, Ind., lawyer, had in- 
dicated he might sponsor Stephen- 
son. 


Studies Law 


Stephenson, who studied law in 


prison and prepared some of his 
own bids for release, first was 
paroled in March, 1950, after serv- 
ing more than 24 years of his life 
sentence. He was returned to the 
prison as a parole violator several 
months later. 


The condition of his first parole 


was that he go to Tulsa, Okla., to 
live with a daughter. Thjs was 
amended to let him work in Illi- 
nois. He disappeared from Illinois 
and was found later working as 'a 
printer under an assumed name in 
a suburb of Minneapolis. Ten years 
was added to his sentence for 
parole violation. 


Sentenced for Murder 


He originally was sentenced in 


the death of Miss Madge Ober- 
holtzer, an employe in the State- 
house at Indianapolis. 


Stephenson, who as head of the 


Klan had boasted "I am the law in 
Indiana," was accused of forcing 
Miss Oberholtzer to accompany 
him on a train trip to Hammond, 
Ind., and mistreating her, then re- 
fusing her medical attention after 
she took poison. He took her back 
to Indianapolis, where she died. 


The Parole Board Wednesday 


gave Stephenson another chance 
by a 3-2 vote and warned that any 
violation of this parole would mean 
a return to prison for life.

NEW YORK (& — Some people 


who want' to cto good don't know 
how. 


This story is written to tell only 


one way. The feeling of wanting 
to help others often surged highest 
around Christmas. One way to ex- 
press your good will is to go down 
to your local postoffice and an- 
swer a letter to Santa Claus — a 
letter that except for your effort 
will go unacknowledged, and per- 
haps rob a child of his faith. 


Glad To Help 


Your postmaster will probably 


be glad to help you. Some 60 per 
cent of letters to Santa Claus are 
mailed without a postage stamp 
on them. Since the mailmen are 
reluctant to return a letter to 
Santa Claus marked "address un- 
known" or "insufficient postage," 
these missives cataloguing child- 
ish hopes have to end up in the 
"dead letter" file. What else would 
you do with them? 


Well, a great number of postal 


employes personally answer the 
letters with gifts. So now do a 
number of other individuals and or- 
ganizations. 


He's Typical 


Typical is Newman Broun, mid- 


dle-aged Jewish, reasonably pros- 
perous, one of seven brothers and 
three sisters from a family that 
knew hard times and had to put 
its young to work while they were 
young. 


"Four years ago my wife, Helen, 


saw a notice in the paper suggest- 
ing that people pick up and an- 
swer 
letters to Santa Claus," 


Broun recalled. "It was four days 
before Christmas, and she thought 
I should help maybe a dozen, par- 
ticularly those asking for food and 
clothing." 


Broun read a few letters, shown 


him by a postal officer and ended 
up by trying to answer 700 re- 
quests. 


1,500* Year 


Now he and the Young Men's 


Philanthropic League, started in 
1925 as a Jewish charity, answer 
some 1.500 Santa Claus letters a 
year. The league members, now 
in their mid-fifties, include many 
prominent businessmen. They raise 
money each year for some 200 
charities, and don't draw a line 
based on race, creed, or color. 


"You know, if a child writes an 


unanswered letter to Santa Claus 
two years in a row. he is likely 
to lose his religion," said Broun. 
"I wish I could make everybody 
catch fire."

Editorials 


Life-and-Death Objective 


The administration is planning to ask congress to ap- 


propriate from $2 billion to $2.5 billion in additional funds 
for the air force in the coming year. But some men in con- 
gress think the boost ought to be greater. 


The argument runs something like this: 
Since the dawn of the atomic age. the United States has 


had first a monopoly and then a long numerical lead in nu- 
clear weapons over the Soviet Union. But Russia is now pro- 
ducing both atomic and hydrogen bombs in increasing num- 
bers. And as it builds a substantial stockpile, the numerical 
difference becomes less important by itself. 


What will count hereafter will not be numbers alone, 


but quality of weapons, and the ability to deliver them over 
the targets. There is some question whether the United 
States is advancing in these matters as fast it should.

For when Russia has enough bombs to wipe out Ameri- 


ca's industry and urban centers, to be safe we can act only 
or> th? spFiimptinn that the Kremlin might some day try to 
do just that. We must anticipate that Soviet leaders might 
attempt a sneak attack designed to smash not only our in- 
dustry but the power of our atomic air force to retaliate with 
crushing blows against Russia. 


We know we can never start a war. preventive or other- 


wise. Our moral principles will not permit us that course. 
Therefore, if war is ever to come, it will be the Reds who 
will strike the first blow. 


Consequently, it is plain that our air force, and our sup- 


ply of nuclear weapons, must together be strong enough to 
absorb the worst attack the Russians can deliver against us, 
and then be thrown into gigantic counter-assault upon the 
Soviet Union. 
*

* 


If we have such a force, and the Russians know it, that 


is the best assurance that there will be no war. For the men 
in Moscow would know that to launch an attack upon the 
United States would be to bring down on their own heads 
the havoc of ruinous hydrogen warfare. They would not 
likely choose to liquidate their power and, indeed, their 
country. 


But the critics of America's present air force plans say 


we do not have the kind of force we need, and are not moving 
to get it. These are grave charges, for they obviously in- 
volve the whole safety of the nation. 


We cannot stop the Russians from making enough 


nuclear weapons to destroy us. But we can produce enough 
bombs and planes and air-bases to make sure that we can 
counter the worst they can throw at us. When the time 
comes this winter to discuss money for the air force, our law- 
makers and our administration leaders should debate openly 
and fully whether we are projecting the necessary strength 
to achieve that life-and-death objective. 


The Doctor Says; 


Plenty of Vitamin D Will 
Help Prevent Rickets 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. 


Bowlegs are commonly the result 


of 
a. disease known as rickets. 


Rickets causes the bones to become 
soft; it is particularly serious in 
growing children, and in dogs and 
other animals. 


Rickets results from an insuffi- 


cient supply of vitamin D in the 
system. The worst time of the year 
for rickets is the winter (in the 
Northern Hemisphere) when the 
Bun comes out only a short time 
each day and then does not have 
much strength. The reason this is 
eo is because sunlight acting on the 
skin helps the body to make vita- 
min D. 


Probably the first one to des- 


cribe rickets was an Englishman 
named Daniel Whistler, bom in 
1619. 
Whistler described the knot- 


ty swellings which grow on the 
chest. The whole bony system is 
flexible, he said, and the bones 
can be twisted more or less like 
wax. Muscles become flabby and 
the bones can scarcely hold the 
weight of the body. 


He also mentioned the narrow- 


ing of the chest and the prominence 
of the breastbone and pointed out 
the unfortunate effect of rickets on 


the teeth. Incidentally it is usually 
not so bad. 


Of course, neither Whistler, nor 


another Englishman named Fran- 
cis Glisson, who also studied the di- 
sease, knew what Caused it or how 
to prevent it. Now, however, we are 
much better off, and there is little 
need for anyone who takes reason- 
able care to develop rickets. The 
fact that it is still too common is 
the result of lack of knowledge—or 
of carelessness. 


Sunshine, or rather the action of 


the sunlight on the skin, is the best 
source of rickets-preventing vita- 
min D. However, not all of us can 
seek climates where the sun is 
adequate in winter months. Con- 
sequently, the next, best sources of 
vitamin D are certain liver oils 
which, contain this vitamin in large 
quantities. The liver of the cod fish 
and of the halibut are particularly 
useful and can provide the vitamin 
D which is needed. In the long 
winter months and especially in 
growing children, therefore, vita- 
min D in the form of fish liver 
oils will give just, what is needed 
to prevent the development of this 
vitamin deficiency disease.

About four o'clock in the afternoon of Saturday, March 25, 1911, a 


flash came over the UP wire in the Chicago bureau in the Hunter 
building, a cloak-and-suit center at Madison and Market which was 
infested with cockroaches the size of fox terriers, although that ob- 
servation is just atmospheric, not pertinent. I was in my freshman 
year in the profession of journalism. 
The bureau 


manager was Ed Oonkle, a Methodist minister's 
son. with portly tendencies, a heart of gold, an 
uncompromising bigotry against all alcoholic bever- 
ages except Pebbleford whiskey and an affectation 
of grouchiness. The UP ran a night wire only one 
night a week. Saturday night. The interval be- 
tween three and six Central time, usually was de- 
voted to sport suff moving from East to West, which 
is still the prevailing direction of most news. 


The flash on a press association wire is actually 


an alarm to all concerned to get ready to handle a 
a big, hot story. 


This flash said there was a fire in a factory in New York. Proba- 


bly there would be many dead. 


A bulletin came along in a few seconds and then a bulletin-lead, 


which is a slightly more comprehensive bulletin. Thereafter, our ac- 
count became a running story. It was a beautiful job. It went one 
and on, a terribly heart-rending story of the death of 145 poor needle- 
workers employed in the Triangle Shirtw.aist Factory on Washington 
Place, near Washington Square. 
There had been some pilfering of 


materials someone had locked a metal door leading to the stairs. Now 
fire had broken out, fed by cleaning fluid, and the people had their 
choice of burning or jumping ten stories. 


William Gunn Shepherd, our star 


reporter, who probably got as

much as $60 a week, happened to 
be just there at the moment. He 
stepped into a garage, phoned the 
UP office in the World Building 
and caught Roy Howard, the presi- 
dent of the outfit who was mess- 
ing with some sport copy. 


He said, "Roy, I am at Washing- 


ton Square and there is a hell of a 
fire in a loft building and a lot of 
people are on the window sills and 
I think some of them are going to 
jump. 
Oh my God! There goes 


one. Boom. Did you-hear that? 
There 
goes 
another. 
God al- 


mighty, Roy—three! four! five! 
six!" 


Howard said "Bill, are you so- 


ber?" . 


"Of course I am sober. Nine! 


Ten! This is horrible! There is a 
fellow with a girl in his arms. 
They just kissed each other. I am 
afraid they are going to jump. 
There they go!" 


For nearly an hour Bill stood at 


this phone dictating a running eye- 
witness account of a disaster which 
later caused the adoption of many 
laws to protect employes in fac- 
tories. 
We, in Chicago, in a lit- 


tered, gritty little 
office, 
were 


fascinated with horror. There was 
nothing for us to do but keep shov- 
ing the copy to the three Morse 
operators, Roscoe Johnson, Claude 
Irons and Silvertop Wilson.

don't recall 
where those 
wires 


went except that one ran to Den- 
ver where our leased wire facili- 
ties came to a dead end. Barney 
Furay, the bureau manager, then, 
condensed the report and filed it 
"overhead" that is by Western 
Union, to San Francisco, where it 
was blown up again. 


Horse-drawn fire trucks were not 


as nimble as the motorized rigs 
of today and the reporters who 
caught the assignment were down 
in Park Row. which was newspa- 
per row.

As 
Conkle walked around our little 
room in the Hunter building dis- 
tributing the flimsly, his purplish 
face smeared with smudge from 
the carbon paper, I noticed that 
his eyes were red. His eyes were 
red and tears were drooling down 
through the carbon smudge. When 
you write a story which can do 
that to a man as firm and well- 
controlled as Ed Conkle. you are a 
great newspaper writer that day, 
anyway. Bill was great many and 
many another day, but it is a com- 
pliment rather than disparagement 
to say that he never wrote another 
as great as his story on the Tri- 
angle fire. 


After Bill had hung up to come 


in, Roy took stock and, in his high 
treble, exclaimed: "My God! Here 
I dictated thousands of words di- 
rect to the wire and we haven't 
got a word on paper to show us 
what we have sent." 


At this, Art Struwe spoke up. He 


was a marvelous copyreader and 
he could take dictation on a type- 
writer as fast as most shorthand 
operators could take it in pot-hooks 
and hangers, as shorthand was 
called at the time. He was the 
only other editorial man in the 
office in that slack hour. 


"We have got it all," Struwe 


said, and he shoved across the 
desk a verbatim, account which he 
had started with the flash. 


I was discussing Bill's "Thud! 


Dead!" Lead-all New York fire 
with Roy a few days ago. He said 
it was the greatest lead he ever 
read and that is my impression 
still.

Amazed at Verdict 


The Rev. Mr. Kreke, who visit- 


ed the osteopath Wednesday said 
Sheppard is "just amazed at the 
verdict." 


"His social conduct was a very 


grave error." the Rev, Mr. Kreke 
said, referring to Sheppard's- ad- 
mitted extra marital affair with 
Susan Hayes, 24-year-old medical 
technician who once worked at the 
Sheppard family's Bay View osteo- 
path hospital. 


During the trial, the state pre- 


sented the affair as a motive for 
the murder of Marilyn Sheppard, 
whose head was crushed by some 
35 blows last July 4. 


Sheppard, while maintaining res- 


olutely that he loved his wife, told 
of rendezvous with Miss Hayes in 
marked cars, in a suburban apart- 
ment near Cleveland, and for a 
week in California. 


Regrets Affair 


"He is the first to say he re- 


grets that." the minister said after 
the visit. "He thinks that and other 
things gave a twist to the whole 
picture and made things look bad 
'or him." 


But. the Rev. Mr. Kreke con- 


tinued: 


"He couldn't see how the jury 


could have reached their conclu- 
sion on the basis of the evidence." 


According to the sentence im- 


x>sed, in 10 years from the time 


leaves the county jail to enter 


the Ohio penitentiary, Sheppard 
will become eligible for parole. 


His chief defense attorney Wil- 


iam J. Corrigan sought a stay of 
execution of the sentence and this 
was granted by Judge Edward J. 
Blythin.

Corrigan s^Ld he will file notica

missible. The murder instrument 
never has been recovered. But 
Coroner Samuel R. Gerber testi- 
fied an outline in the bloody pillow 
of Marilyn Sheppard might have 
come from a surgical instrument. 


Cite Excused Juror 


That Judge Blythin excused a 


juror who had been impaneled aft- 
er the man's police record became 
known. 


That the grand jury was pres- 


sured into indicting Dr. Sheppard. 


That the judge ruled out testi- 


mony by a Bay Village youth, 
Miles Davis, concerning an alleged 
prowler with whom the boy said 
he grappled. 


If Sheppard's conviction is up- 


held, the probate court would have 
to appoint a guardian for his 7- 
year-old son. Chip, who is now 
staying with a brother. Dr. Stephen 
Sheppard. 


Another brother, Dr. Richard 


Sheppard, said the boy will spend 
Christmas Day at his home, at- 
tending a family dinner. He added:

Residents also favor special facil- 


ities for each of four rural attend- 
ance centers including an enclosed 
play area and community meeting 
room with hot lunch facilities. 


Survey 700 Families 


About 700 families were contact- 


ed, and 551 completed question- 
naires were returned. Officials say 
this represents more than half of 
the total family units in the dis- 
trict. 


In questioning concerning educa- 


tional program. 122 families fav- 
ored the present program; 259 pre- 
ferred the state recommended pro- 
gram which would add industrial 
arts for boys, homemaking for girls 
and physical education for all stu- 
dents to the program, and 161 fav- 
ored an "enriched" program to add 
industrial arts, homemaking, band, 
chorus, physical 
education, ath- 


letics, clubs, student council and 
other activities to the present pro- 
gram. 


Three hundred and thirty-four 


families favored having all eight 
grades in each attendance center, 
and only 188 wanted a centralized 
location for seventh and eighth 
grades. 


Endorse Hot Lunches 


When questioned about prefer- 


ences for special 
facilities, 404 


families endorsed hot lunch facil- 
ities for each school; 359 for an 
enclosed play area and community 
meeting room in each attendance 
center. A kindergarten for each 
center was least popular, with 240 
families endorsing such a feature. 


Those responding stood 350 to 


111 in favor of having four attend- 
ance centers—Sublette, Maytown, 
Walton and the area north of Rt. 30 
—rather than cutting the number to 
three—north and norffiwest area, 
west and southwest area, and east 
and southeast area,

agree that more building space will 
be reeded in Central School, Am- 
boy, soon. The results of a school 
census show an increase in the pop- 
ulation of younger school children 
in Amboy Township. There is an 
indication that two rooms will be 
needed for both first and second 
grade in the coming school year.

Judge Prettyman wrote. And, he 
added: 


"It seems clear beyond question 


that, if the conditions described in 
the statute do actually exist, the 
federal government has power to 
prohibit within its borders activity 
of the sort described . . . It has 
power to require identification of 
such activities and to impose con- 
ditions short of proscription. 


"If there is a world movement 


for the destruction of all presently 
existing national governments and 
for the establishment of a world 
dictatorship under Communist aus- 
pices, and if a given organization 
in this country is actually under 
the control of the leaders of that 
movement and is acting to achieve 
its objectives, we perceive no 
reason why the presently existing 
government iff this country should 
not prohibit the unidentified act- 
ivity of such an organization or 
withdrawal from its members, pro- 
tections otherwise afforded by the 
government. 


Must Protect Self 


"We perceive no basic reason 


why the government must stand 
helpless before activities such as 
those described in this statute." 


As the party's argument that 


the act violates the First Amend- 
ment, Judge Prettyman said: 


"We are of opinion that the field 


in which this statute lies is one 
in which Congress can impose re- 
strictions upon First Amendment 
rights, and that the specific evil 
at which the statute is aimed is 
one which justifies remedial steps 
even though such steps are re- 
strictions upon those rights." 


Turning to the Fifth Amendment 


Judge Prettyman said: 


"We conclude that neither the 


statute nor the order requiring an 
organization to register can be held 
invalid because of the possibility 
that the person or persons required 
to sign on behalf of the organiza- 
tion might be called upon to claim 
a privilege against self-incrimina- 
tion, or that such a claim if made 
would be sustained or an applica- 
tion for immunity would not be 
jnade or would not be vaiidly 
granted, or that the statute or 
order might not be enforcible."

In the last seven years 
there have been six boxing deaths 
among amateurs in Britain.

SPRINGFIELD, Til. Ofi—The Ill- 


inois Legislature will be asked 
next year to lower game breeding 
and controlled shooting area li- 
cense fees as an' inducement to 
farmers to sell shooting privileges 
to their land. 


Glen Palmer, state conservation 


director, says he will ask the 
lawmakers to enact the broader 
licensing bases. 


"They would create new hunting 


places for the hunter, more rev- 
enue for the farmer, and every- 
body would be happy," Palmer 
says. 


The state has about 1*£ million 


licensed hunters. Only about 2 per 
cent of them can obtain hunting 
privileges at six public pheasant 
shooting areas during the 14-day 
season. 
Many 
farmers 
whose 


farms are inhabited by a few 
pheasants are reluctant to permit 
shooting on their land. 


Palmer "wants to set up a new 


class of shooting area licensees 
who would pay $10 instead of the 
current $20. The new licensees— 
wbo FalmM anticipate* will t* 


farmers wanting to capitalize on 
the hardly - touched market of 
hunters looking for a place to shoot 
would allow shooting on their land 
for a fee during the regular sea- 
son. The $20 license fee would re- 
main in effect for the approximate- 
ly 55 privately operated, controlled 
shooting areas in Illinois which 
may remain open for four months 
of pheasant shooting. They get an 
average of about $6 for each bird 
shot. 


To get the farmers started in the 


game breeding business. Palmer 
suggests dropping the $10 license 
to $1. Today there are about two 
$10 licensees, Palmer estimates. 


"They could release the cock 


birds, charge for hunting them 
and sell the hens to hotels and 
restaurants for food," Palmer sug- 
gests.

come to light with the visit to the U. S. of the Republic of China team. 


The official basketball team of 


the 
Nationalist government of 


China will play at Wheaton Col- 
lege next Tuesday, with the ob- 
jective of "winning this one for 
Chuck Holsinger." 


Holsinger is a Wheaton graduate 


and has been a missionary in the 
Phillipines since 1953. He helped 
organize and became coach of this 
same Republic of China team at 
the request of Gunsun Hoh, presi- 
dent of the Chinese National Olym- 
pic Committee. Holsinger, how- 
ever, was unable to accompany 
"Flying Tigers" on their current 
tour. 


Holsinger. who served in the 


Marines during the war and was 
decorated for bravery in the Phil- 
lippines. was a varsity 
fuc-tball 


guard at Wheaton and assistant 
coach in the sport, but he never 
had played basketball. 


In a recent letter to Wheaton 


school officials, Holsinger told how 


he wrote to the present Wheaton 
basketball coach. Lee Pfund. for 
books on the sport and then went 
out and coached the Flying Tigers 
to runner-up honors in the 1954 
Asian Games. 
Holsinger's team 


lost to the Philippines 34-27 in the 
championship game last May. 


"Although \ve lost to the Phil- 


ippines. I feel the Flying Tigers 
were a great success." Holsinger 
wrote. "We were an underdog 
team, but the boys came through 
with a terrific desire to win." 


Holsinger came drwn with trop- 


ical fever this fall. This is one of 
the reasons he could not make the 
trip with the boys he had groomed 
on their goodwill tour to South 
America (where they placed fifth 
in the world AAU tourney at 
Brazil, then won 13 straight ex- 
hibition games! and then on to the 
TJ. S. (where they are breaking 
about even against rugged •mall-

National Committee. 


Monroney, who may head a Sen- 


ate Civil Service subcommittee 
looking into patronage matters, 
said in an interview: 


"They are rolling postmasters 


out of office, for instance, on the 
slightest pretext. It's got to the 
point w h e r e charges can be 
brought against a Democratic post- 
master if the pens aren't kept 
clean in his office. 


"Unless these people, who are 


covered by civil service, are vet- 
erans, they have no effective ap- 
peal because 
they can 
appeal 


only to the Republican-controlled 
Post Office Department." 


Momoney said he for one wants 


to look into the operations of an 
Oct. 11 White House directive tell- 
ing department heads the Repub- 
lican National Committee would 


furnish them with employe pro- 
curement forms. 


Eisenhower has said the White 


House memorandum was not in- 
tended to apply politics to civil 
service jobs and represented noth- 
ing more than an effort to get 
the best possible people into gov- 
ernment service. He said officials 
had been told not to take into ac- 
count a prospective employe's po- 
litical affiliations. 


Sen. 
Ohn D. Johnston (D-SC). 


slated to head the full Civil Serv- 
ice Committee when the Demo- 
crats take control of the Senate 
in January, has contended the or- 
der violated the civil service laws 
and the Hatch "clean politics" act.
